1 . (currently amended): A computer syst e m method for creating a presentation 

containing including interactive media such as r elating to p olls or quizzes.[[. ]] said method 

comprising: 

taking a video stream including a plurality of video frames, each said video frame 
including a time stamp; and 

sequentially displaying said video fe^nes -frame bv frame on said-a^display device, 
starting from an initial video frame of said video stream; 

adding additional p laceholder slides corresponding to abuser polls, quizzes or website 
links accessible via a remote server; and 

uploading the presentation into the remote server which is accessible to end-users, 

2. (currently amended): A method for playing a presentation including polls or quizzes 
comprising: 

receiving a presentation in~from a remote server; 

sequentially playing the frames, starting from an initial frame of the stream of data; 
selecting from a table of contents being displayed on a display device of a local 
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computer, content related to a poll or quiz to be accessed by the end use r; Th e method of claim 2 
furth e r comprising th e st e p of storing the quiz or poll results for furth e r analysis . 

3. (currently amended): A method communicates of communicating between a¥ »4th 
presentation progra m: said program being stored on a computer readable medium executable by 
computer, and the-a.server including interactive media when the -said p resentation is being 
viewed by a user, said method comprising: [[ . ]] 

communicating tfee-aLrequest for apoll or quiz to the-a.remote server; 

receiving the-a^stream of data from the server, related -including saidt o4he poll or quiz 
information ; 

responding to the poll or quiz at ^ie-a_local computer by tbe-an end user; md 

uploading the poll or quiz results en-to the remote serve r, and 

wherein said presentation includes video stream including a plurality of video frames, 
each said video frame including a time stamp: sequentially displaying said video frame by frame 
on a display device, starting from an initial video frame of said video stream: placeholder slides 
corresponding to a user polls, quizzes or website links accessible via a remote server, and 
wherein said end user selecting from a table of contents being displayed on a display device of a 
local computer, content related to a poll or quiz to be accessed by the end user 

displaying status mes s ages of the communications v/ith the server to the user monitoring 
and r e cording usage of when each user exits a presentation routing u s er m e ssages to appropriat e 
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peopl e automatic program shutdown if the user attempts to play an encrypted pres e ntation if they 
do not have an authoriz e d licens e. 

4. (currently amended): AThe method according to claim 1 . further comprising fo r 
publishing and deploying presentations collecting indexing and other data from a server database 
and displaying it -said indexing and other data to the-a.presentation's author creating indexes for 
users to look up presentations based on content an authoring log-on that validates authors. 

5. (currently amended): A method according to claim 1 . wherein said presentation is 
hosted by said remote server, and said remote server fe f-hosting presentations user tracking and 
monitoring indexing for users to look up select presentations^ encrypting presentation content 
and deploying licenses for viewing protected content. 

6. (new): The method of displaying a presentation according to claim 2, wherein the 
polls or quiz results are stored for later analysis. 

7. (new): The method according to claim 3, further comprising: 
monitoring usage of said presentation; 
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recording information regarding each user's usage of said presentation, wherein said 
information include information regarding when said user exits a presentation. 

8. (new): The method according to claim 7, wherein said information include 
information regarding which user watched which particular presentation and how far the user 
watched said presentation and how much time said user spent watching said presentation. 

9. (new): The method according to claim 7, wherein said information is reported 
and/or displayed to a user and/or presentation owner. 

10. (new): The method according to claim 3, wherein said polls or quiz results are 
stored for later analysis. 

1 1 . (new): The method according to claim 3, wherein said presentation indexing a 
video and slides to allow a user to jump to different portion of the presentation. 

12. (new): The method according to claim 3, wherein said presentation is paused for 
a poll or quiz when the a poll or quiz is initiate by said user or required by said presentation. 
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13. (new): The method according to claim 3, wherein said presentation program 
synchronizes a video with active server pages references that point to specific polls or quizzes. 

14. (new): The method according to claim 3, wherein an end user accesses said 
presentation by providing a valid authorization key, 

15. (new): The method according to claim 14, wherein said presentation program 
shutdown if the user attempts to access an encrypted presentation without an authorized key. 

16. (new): A computer program stored on computer readable medium, said program 
causes a computer to execute the method of claim 1 . 

1 7. (new): A computer program stored on computer readable medium, said program 
causes a computer to execute the method of claim 2. 

1 8. (new): A computer program stored on computer readable medium, said program 
causes a computer to execute the method of claim 3 . 
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
